war years in Tunisia and Morocco. It is not yet clear 
that Z’Biri’s following extends beyond eastern Algeria.

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USSR: Five missiles, including an ICBM, were 
among the military hardware displayed yesterday in 
the Moscow parade. 

The ICBM probably was the widely- deployed SS-9. 
A Soviet commentator said the missile used a "new 
and highly efficient" propellant, but gave no details.

A two- stage, so lid -propellant medium or inter- 
mediate range missile on a trailer may be the missile 
carried in the "Scamp" mobile transporter- launcher, 
which it followed in the parade. A short-range 
missile shown possibly is the 450- mile SS-12. 

Another new system consisted of three antiair- 
craft missiles mounted on a tracked vehicle. The 
missiles were described as being effective at 
extremely low altitudes and probably will be used in 
support of ground forces. Other new equipment in- 
cluded a tracked combat vehicle carrying personnel 
and mounting an antitank mi ssile and a conventional 
gun.

The conservatives appear to have become more 
assertive in recent weeks and are capitalizing on 
Tito's concern about the Arab-Israeli war and the 
military coup in Greece.

Proreform elements have recently been conducting 
a press campaign against the conservative "political 
underground" and may have persuaded Tito to strike 
against it before it can regain more of its former 
power.
